To Consolidate War Effort 
—Will Not Supplant Pres. 





A consolidated war effort in 
Grimsby and North Grimsby, un- 
der which more active hor-e-front 
war prosecution would be waged, 
and in which all the clubs and so- 
cleties now engaged in war work 
wilt be able to have the fuller ĉo- 
operation of the public, was outlin- 
ed to a represontative gathering 
which included the town and town- 
ship councils last Sunday after- 
noon in the town hall. 

As a result of the meeting, and 
the meetings which followed it on 
Monday evening and yesterday af- 
ternoon, there is to be formed a 
council composed of one from each 
of the community's associations, 
from which an executive of five is 
to bo chosen. The first meeting of 
this council is to take place mè 
Monday evening, and invitati 
are being sent to the various clu . 
and societies asking that they by 
represented at that time, 

Officially, the plan—gets—mnier 
way Sunday when, it is hoped by 


Speaking last Sunday afternoon, 
Mr. Kelley remarked that the 
thoughts he had in mind when pre- 
senting bis plan to Grimsby were 
not that Grimsby was making a 
poor effort in her war work. On 
the contrary, he said, the district's 
showing had been excellent, and 
he was hoping that the plan which 
Grimsby adopts might be the yard- 
stick for similar Plans throughout 
the Dominion. He said that it was 
Grimsby’s enthusiasm for getting 
a project started and going 
through with it that made him 
choose this community, 

Paying tribute to the work that 
had been done, Mr. Kelley remark- 
ed that with a little more co-or- 
dination, much more could be done. 
‘There were a number of ways in 
which the program could be under- 
taken, and he hoped that before 
long a plan for consolidation could 
be worked out which would result 
in more people taking a

Garden Service

| Biggest Crops — 
For volume of crop per square 
yard of soil employed, vegetables 
are easily the biggest yielding crop 
one can grow. Not only can mont 
lines be grown close together but 
with some things like radish, spin- 
ach, lettuce, and carrots, for in- 
stance, a second crop can be har 
vested in a single season. 
Small vegetables like lettuce 
and radish require rows 15 inches 
apart, Beets, beans, arrots, peas 
and spinach need 18 inches be- 
tween, while potatoes, corn and 
must have a

seeds early is usually prepared in 
March.
